willing to ſearchall the ſubſtance, asT 
laue fanncſt at theſhadow;,&'to enter 
into the nature of villanie, as Ihaue broacht vp the ſecretes of 
vice, L haue thought good to publiſhthis Dialogue or diſputati- 
on, betweene a hee Conny-catcher,audaſhee Conny-catcher, 
whether of them are moſt preiuditiall tothe Common-wealth, 
diſcourſing the baſe qualities of them both, _— 
the inconuenience that growes to men, through thelizhtney © 
inconſtant wantons,who being wholy giuen to the ſpovle, ſerke 
the ruine of ſuch as light into their companie. In tlus Dialogue, 
louing Country-men, ſhall you finde what prejudice enſues iy 
haunting ofwhore-houſes, what dangers grows by daliyimg with 
conmonharlottes,what inconuenieuce followes the ii oi dinate 
pleafures of vuchaſt Libertines, (not onely by their cu uming 
of theit wealtl;, and impoueriſhiment of their goods and latides, 
buito the great indangering of their health. For ii conuerſi 
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with them, they aime not ſimply at the loſſe of goods; and ble. 
miſh of their good names, but they fiſh ſor diſeaſes, ſickneſſe, 
llanie, 1 0 from Naples into 


ſores iucurable, vlcets bruſting — the ioyntes, and fault rkumes 
which by the humour of that v 

Fraunce, and from Fraunce into the bowe 
makes many crye out in their bones, whileſt goodman Surgion 
Jaughs in his purſe: a thing to be feared as deadly while men fe, 
as hell is to be dreaded after death, for it not only infecteth the 
bodie, conlumeth the ſoule, and waſte wealth and worſhip, but 
ingraues a perpetuall ſhame in the forchead ot the partie ſo abu- 
ſed.Whereof Maiſter Muggins hathwell written in his Myrror 
of Magiſtrates, in the perſon of Memprycaius, exc laiming a- 
gaiuſt harlots, the verſes be theſe: 


Eſchme vile Venus toyes ſhee outs off age, 
And learne this 4125 eft, and tell thy frend, 
By Pocker, death ſodaine,beg ging, Harlots end, 


Beſides, Ihaue herelaydeopenthe inily wiſedomeofoucr- 


wiſe Curtizens, that with their cunning, can drawe on, not only 


poore nouices, but ſuch as hold themſclucs maiſters of their oc- 
cupation. What flatteries they vſe to bewitch, what ſweet words 
to inueagle, what ſimple holines to intrap. what amorous glaun- 
ces,what 5 Qcyliades,what cri e es, vat ſtret · 
ching Adios, following a man like a blood- hound, withtheyr 
eyes white, laying out of haire, what frouncing of treſſes, what 
paintings, what Ruffes, Cuffes,and braueries, and all to betraic 
the eyes of the innocent nouice , whom when they haue drawne 

on to the bent of their bow, they ſtrip like the prodigall childe, 
and turne out ot doores like an outcaſt of world. The Cro- 
codile hathnot more teares, Proteus, more ſhape, Ianus more 
faces, the Hieria, more ſundry tunes to entrap the paſſengers, 
then our Engliſh Curtizens, to bee plaine, our Englith whores 
to ſet on fire the hearts of laſciutous and gazing ſtrangers. Theſe 
common, or rather conſuming trumpets, whoſe throathes are 
ſofter then oyle, and yet whole ms leade ynto death. They 
haue their Ruffians to rifle, when they cannot fetch ouer with o-
